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Chamber supports bond act for Sierra Madre Conservancy

Sierra Madre Main Street Chamber of Commerce 
on Tuesday voted to support with a resolution the Los 
Angeles County Park, Beach and Recreation Act of 
1992 which will be on the ballot in June, providing 
up to $800 million to restore parks, beach, mountain 
and open space lands, senior and recreation facilities. 

Randall Taylor, president of the Sierra Madre 
Mountain Conservancy, gave a presentation to the 
chamber by explaining briefly the bond act and what 
it would do for Sierra Madre. 

Taylor said the Board of Supervisors is in sup¬ 
port of the bond act, and voted to put it on the 
June ballot. 

Other members of the Sierra Madre Conservancy 
board are Caroline Brown, vice president; Herb 
Stroh, secretary; and Ann Wolf, financial officer. 

Taylor said that then-Mayor Bruce Crow opened 
up the feasibility of a conservancy on June 20, 1989 
and the council approved a $3000 line of Credit for 


the group two months later. The conservancy was 
incorporated on Sept. 21, 1989, and was able to be¬ 
come a part of Rim of the Valley Corridor which 
was extended to Santa Anita Canyon. That provided 
eligibility of the local conservancy to apply for state 
agency funding. 

Since then the group has obtained a Franchise 
Tax Board approval of nonprofit status as well as 
an IRS approval. 

On Apr. 25,1991, John and Jan Maddox donated 
40 acres of hillside property to the conservancy, a 
monumental beginning for other community land- 
owners to do the same. 

Taylor told the chamber that at this date one other 
hillside landowner is interested in selling to the con¬ 
servancy and others are investigating the possibility. 

“There will be no forced sales, no condemna¬ 
tions. Those who wish may want to sign an agree¬ 
ment saying they will not sell their land for develop¬ 
ment,’’ Taylor told the group. 


David May to be honored 
with award at Citizen/

David May, who has been with the Chamber of 
Commerce for 16 years, is to receive an award of 
excellence and service at the Citizen of the Year/In- 
stallation dinner Feb. 13. He and his wife, Dorothe, 
will be celebrating their 50th wedding anniversary 
the following day. 

May, who served as chairman of the Citizen 
of the Year Committee this year, choosing Douglas 
Hayes as the Citizen, has been president of the cham¬ 
ber three times during those 16 years. 

Owner of David A. May and Associates, a con¬ 
sulting firm in Sierra Madre, he was on the City Coun¬ 
cil for four years and served as mayor in 1976. He 
was on the Parks and Recreation Commission in 
earlier years and has been on the Skilled Nursing 
Facility Board for 10 years. May was chairman of 
that board for two years. 

May was the recipient of the Robert Fisher 
Memorial Award for Professional Excellence in 
Management and he also received the Member of the 
Year Award for the Greater Los Angeles Chapter, 


If the bond act passes. Sierra Madre stands to 
benefit in three ways: each city in the county will re¬ 
ceive a per capita share of part of the bond proceeds 
(Sierra Madre will receive more than $100,0(X)); both 
the city and Sierra Madre Mountain Conservancy can 
request grants from a fund which the bond act en¬ 
trusts to the state agency (Rim of the Valley Corridor); 
the bond act will fund specified projects (SMMC has 
submitted a project proposal which requests funding 
of $5 million but will receive $3.1 million); major 
hillside landowners have been provided a summary 
of the bond act and have been given an opportunity 
to object to it; enactment of the bond act will cost the 
city nothing. 

“This may be a one-time opportunity for Sierra 
Madre,” Taylor concludes. 

This is a brief summation of this bond act; The 
News promises to delve more deeply into the act in 
subsequent editions.

City Council will 
not waive building 
permit fees 

To the request by Rick Allor for assistance in 
permit fees from the city of Sierra Madre, Mayor 
Andrew Roy Buchan read the following response. 
Allors home, an adobe, was completely destroyed in 
the June 28, 1991 Sierra Madre Earthquake and he 
stated that he was speaking for others. Mayor Buchan 
said: 

“It has been suggested that the City Council con¬ 
sider waiving building permit fees relating to repairs 
made in response to the June, 28, 1991 earthquake. 
Subsequently, the City Council has given the matter 
careful consideration. To this end, we have examined 
costs and revenues associated with providing build¬ 
ing inspection and engineering services to victims of 
the earthquake. Through Dec. 31, 1991, the City had 
realized about $23,0(X) from earthquake-related 
permits. The minimum permit fee issued during this 
time was $12, while the typical permit to make chim¬ 
ney repairs was $45.60. In many cases, citizens needed 
only to repair their chimney from above the roof iine, 
and were assessed a permit fee of $28.80. 

“Inunediately following the earthquake, the City 
obtained the services of several additional inspectors 
over a ten-day period to conduct initial damage assess¬ 
ment of over 400 structures at a cost of approximately 
$17,(XX). Additionally, at a cost to the City of $2474 
the City coordinated with the local chapter of the 
American Red Cross for the California Conservation 
Corps to spend several days in Sierra Madre removing 
loosened chimney bricks above the roof lines of 
numerous homes to ensure against further damage 
and personal injury. The City obtained several large

• We had a delightful chat with Charles Collins, 
a reader who is aware that we’re Midwesterners by 
birth.

Carrot Top revisited...

Have you ever left a wristwatch or a piece 
of jewelry lying on the dressing room table in the 
morning and return in the afternoon and find it 
gone? Or maybe know for sure you left the coffee 
pot in the left hand cupboard in the morning and 
here it is evening and it is gone? Gone. And you 
have looked everywhere for it. Well, this little 
story actually happened to me. It was there in 
the evening but gone in the morning. The missing 
consisted of three 6-foot printing press rollers. 
They were 3 inches in circumference. Pretty hard 
not to see or find in a 25- x 50-foot room. 

It was the end of World War II or near 1948 
when I sold my newspaper in the state of Kansas. 
I had longed to return to California, but news¬ 
papers run down terribly from lack of parts and 
knowledge of keeping the machinery running. 
There was very little to buy or even look over 
that could be termed a possibility of whipping 
it into shape for a profitable venture. In barn¬ 
storming the state of California I happened upon 
one at Newport, Cal. It was a Bay City with many 
fishing boats. A sailor, just having been given 
his release from duty, had bought the publica¬ 
tion. He had the money for the property but was 
left broke for operating expenses. On a buy or 
sell agreement I purchased half of the publication. 

Luckily, the publication had a good type¬ 
setting machine, but the press was an old, old 
two-pager, with the rest of the equipment wired 
together with baling wire, so to speak. With the 
two-page press you would have to make the press 
run six times for 12 pages, 4(X)0 circulation. It 
was a lot of lost motion to stand and feed that 
many papers through the press that many times, 
but buying a four-page press now was impossible. 

Ray was my partner’s name. He was a 
machinist in the Navy and every day he studied 
the old press. One day, after an all-night session 
feeding the old press he told me that he had a 
plan to convert the old press into a four-pager. 
I, knowing nothing about this kind of work, gave 
him the “go ahead signal” and onto the draw¬ 
ing board went the project. 


In about three weeks he told me that we 
would have to raise the press enough to allow 
the cogs to move ahead three cogs (later, we 
found that three was all the cogs the old girl had). 
He said the job could be accomplished so we 
purchased some four-print newsprint for experi¬ 
ment and practice. Next Sunday we spent the day 
jacking up the old press and moving it ahead, and 
BINGO! it worked. 

Now all we needed were ink rollers - six, we 
thought - and they were ordered for a two-week 
delivery. Publication day was Thursday, so we 
worked all through the day Wednesday, raising 
the press ahead, calibrating the rollers and making 
ready to roll the next morning. Everything 
worked like a charm so we cuphooked the three 
remaining rollers on the wall and left the place 
dreaming about coming down the next day and 
running off the papier in half of the normal time. 

We met at the front door in the morning, 
all smiles. We were going to conquer the world. 
Prepiaring everything for the running, Ray shouts, 
“No rollers.” 

“What no rollers?” I looked. They were 
gone! Gone! Gone! By then I noticed that the 
steel cores were still intact as we had left them 
but no rubber rollers. Later on, talking with 
the factory we learned that the rcdlers were made 
out of some sort of “Lytex” and pressured into 
rubberlike materials. 

Anyway, we took the three rollers off the 
wall and did the job as we knew we would. Talk¬ 
ing with the factory men that afternoon they 
decided to come down the next day and see if 
they could discover the problem, and it did not 
take them long to solve the mystery. 

As I told you, Newpiort was a bay fishing 
village on the ocean. Ocean rats had come up 
during the night and eaten the rollers. Can you 
believe this? I can, for the next night we lay in 
wait for them. They were the size of rabbits; I 
kid you not. From that day on the rollers rested 
on the side of the wall.

“The Kentucky Cyde” 
now at the Mark Taper 
Forum, is a remarkable 
achievement. Robert 
Schenkkan has written 
nine one-act plays which 
are performed in two, three- 
hour sessions, either on 
consecutive nights or as 
a matinee and evening 
combination on Saturdays 
and Sundays. The plays 
are concerned with the 
history of Cumberland 
County, Kentucky, and 
remind one strongly of 
some of James Michener’s 
historical novels in their 
construction. The time 
period stretches from 1775 
to 1975 and we see three 
families through time leaps 
of from one to 40 years. 

It starts with Michael 
Rowen, an Irish immigrant, 
a violent but canny man, 
who thinks he has bought 
land from the Cherokee 
tribe who are not only puz¬ 
zled by his concept of land 
ownership, but warn him 
that Kentucky’s very name 
means “dark and bloody 
ground.” In No. 2 he takes 
to wife a captured Chero¬ 
kee girl, and in No. 3 we 
meet his sixteen-year-old 


son who kills a neighbor 
named Talbert, starting a 
feud which persists in var¬ 
ious forms through the 
next 183 years. There is 
also a Biggs family, whose 
founder was got by Michael 
Rowen on his black slave 
girl. 

And it is the history of 
the land itself which goes 
from a wilderness Eden to 
the ravaged desolation 
of the big coal mines. 

Twenty skillful actors 
play 79 named roles plus 
any number of soldiers, 
churdi goers, miners, towas- 
people, guards and report¬ 
ers. 

It is a story that fully 
justifies the state name, 
full of deceit, violence and 
inhumanity, with an oc¬ 
casional hilarious episode.

A 
traveling and wonderfully 
expert story teller draws 
upon folklore and folk 
humor to charm a sturdy 
but naive mountain family 
out of their mineral rights, 
but has an attack of con¬ 
science when their daughter 
sees him as a knight errant.

Bergen, on the south¬ 
western coast of Norway, 
is an enchanting place, 
proclaiming the beauty 
of the land with its presence. 

A city built on the slopes 
of the mountains, which 
serve as a dramatic back¬ 
drop, it has combined the 
modern and the ancient 
with a deft hand all too 
rare in metropolitan arenas. 

Isolated from the rest 
of Norway until modern 
times by percipitous moun¬ 
tains and chasm-like fjords, 
Bergen developed its own 
culture and way of life, 
with a fierce pride in its 
identity. Even today it 
is unique, an integral part 


of Norway and yet set 
apart - on a higher plane, 
according to Bergen.

disposal site at the City Yards for convenient and 
free disposal of debris. In addition the state assistance 
made available to Sierra Madreans via the City’s parti¬ 
cipation in the CALDAP program, the County of 
Los Angeles has additionally provided earthquake 
victims an opportunity for reduction of property 
taxes upon submittal and review of an application. 

“It is a misconception that the City has realized 


any windfall from earthquake-related permit fees. In 
fact, the present fee structure for obtaining such per¬ 
mits has been established to merely recover the 
costs of issuance and inspection. The City’s building 
department is a one-person staff consisting of a 
building inspector with limited support suff. Develop¬ 
ment fees have only been assessed if additional floor 
space has been added to a damaged building. Plan 


check fees, which are directly related to the assessed 
value of the improvement, pay for an independent 
structural engineer to review for conformance to 
applicable codes. 


“In addition to the above costs, City facilities 
and infrastructure suffered damage of over $340,000 
that may or may not be funded by the Governor’s 


Offlceof Emergency Services. After careful considera¬ 
tion of the analysis, it is the consensus of the City 
Council that building permit fees not be waived. 
While the City has made every attempt to meet im¬ 
mediate needs for municipal services in the aftermath 
of the earthquake, it is with regret that the City is not 
in a position to provide relief from building permit 
fees without further impacting the City’s operating 
revenues.’’
